Buckingham asks others to be informed 
regarding RECC possible merger 


“I believe this to be of vital 
importance to the future of all 
who receive their power through 
Hickman-Fulton Counties Rural 
Electric Cooperative Corpora¬ 
tion (HFRECC),” states Loraine 
Clark Buckingham, of Fulton, 
Ky., who has been following 
the developments with interest 
regarding the months of talk es¬ 
calating about a possible merger 


between HFRECC and one or the 
other of their neighboring elec¬ 
trical cooperatives (Gibson Co 
EMC of West Ky RECC). 

Buckingham recognizes in 
times past we lived in a local 
economy. “That is no longer the 
case. “Today we live in a global 
economy. Our finished goods 
come from foreign ports; our 
raw products go to foreign ports 


and much of how our economy 
works is a great mystery to even 
the most intelligent among us,” 
she adds. 

The one remaining constant 
throughout all this turmoil and 
change is the local power pro¬ 
vider. “HFRECC has brought 
electrical power to us since the

Hope Fulton plans continue in Hickman

Booking for input from the 
community on their needs and 
how to proceed, personnel from 
the Hope Center located in 
Mayfield held an informational 
meeting on Tuesday, Jan. 27 at 
First Baptist Church. There were 
23 in attendance representing 
eight different community 
churches. “We were thrilled 
with the turn out and can’t wait 
to get going with the project,” 
stated Karastin Hancock, 
Communications Director at 
Hope Center. 

A presentation was given by 
Feslie Wessel, Executive Director 
and Hancock on the services of 
the Hope Center. 

Since 1996, 12,000 contacts 
with people in need have been 
made within the Purchase Area. 
Currently, the Hope Center serves 


Graves, Carlisle, Hickman and 
Fulton counties. 

Fast year the center was able 
to add an ultrasound and a clinic 
to aid them with creating more 
positive contacts within the four 
river counties. 

The center is 100% funded bid 
donors with no governmental 
support. Their budget is 
approximately $185,000 per 
year. 

With a Dream Big, Build Hope 
theme, the center is looking to 
add Hope Fulton to their family. 
Back in December 2014 Wessel 
and Hancock brought their desire 
to build a program with a full¬ 
time staff and volunteer program 
to Hickman. The plan is to open 
in the summer or fall of 2015 with 
a location yet to be determined. 

Members of Hope Center are 
already in area public schools 
teaching an Abstinence based 


ry to their children, lest is be lost 
forever. Four speakers shared the 
history that has shaped the world 
we live in today and the history 
of their own families, during this 
February with a theme of “Cen¬ 
tury of Black Fife - History and 
Culture. Those sharing signifi¬ 
cant historical moments in time 
include Sisters Penny Kinney and 
Ella Mae Smith, Minister Audrey 
Perry and Bro. Samuel Jones. 

Sister Penny Kinney 

This message goes along with 
the definition of history, which 
was shared 
by Sister 
Penny Kin¬ 
ney. “History 
is a record 
of significant 
events with 
an explana¬ 
tion of their 
causes,” she 
said. “It is 
also a branch 
of knowledge 

that records and explained the 
past.” 

Kinney recalls slavery (which 
can be traced back to 1760 be) as 
a time when people were treat¬ 
ed cruelly, tortured, beaten and 
lynched just because of the color 
of their skin. “It make my heart 
pound and my stomach twist in 
knots,” Kinney added. “Think¬ 
ing about it, takes my breath 
away.” 

While trying to understand 
those times, Kinney began to 
realize that “Healing was on its 
way.” While recalling the pain of 
those who lived during that era, 
she mentioned the many people

Oh Boy, what’s the hurry? 
Can HFRECC really not run 
without Mr. Grissom, I think 
the employees at HFRECC can 
handle it? The board members 
gave Mr. Grissom a 5-year 
contract then let him out of it 
after only one year. It’s apparent 
we have board members that 
can’t manage. Mr. Kimble said 
in The Hickman Courier that the 
board was exploring all options. 
Don’t really know what to think 
about that considering. Mr. 
George Lynch of Jackson and 
Thorton Auditing gave a report 
to the board that HFRECC is in 
excellent financial condition even 
after inflated salaries, and what I 
consider useless spending. 

If all options are being 
explored, why hasn’t Mrs. Cheryl 
Bruner of LGE-KU which 
comes to Clinton and Crutchfield 
that serves over 2 million been 
contacted? Mr. Beams from TVA 
said that KU rates are generally 
30% less at a HFRECC meeting 
late last year. I don’t know about 
you but I really don’t care where 
my electricity comes from as 
long as it is cheaper and reliable. 

KU is investor-owned and is 
regulated by the Public Service 
Commission. That’s why rates 
are low, because it’s run like a 
normal business not nonprofit 
like HFRECC and Gibson 
Electric where all but 8% of 
money has to be spent every 
year somehow and that usually 
creates inflated salaries at most 
cooperatives, says a Harvard 
study on cooperatives._

I’m debt-free except for my 
home, and I’ll have that paid off in 
about 12 months. I currently make 
$60,000 a year and live in an area 
of Florida that is designated a 
flood plain, because a river that 
empties into Tampa Bay runs 
behind my home. Currently, I’m 
paying $1,070 a month for flood 
insurance. My house is worth 
$325,000, and water has only come 
up into the yard twice in over 20 
years. Since I’m doing pretty well 
financially, do you think I need to 
keep my flood insurance policy?

Dear Trudy, 

From what you’ve told me 
about the history of your property, 
it sounds like your biggest 
concern might be if a hurricane 
caused a backwash in your area. 
Insurance is already pretty tough 
in Florida when it comes to those 
kinds of things, but you don’t 
want to run the risk of your house 
getting mowed down and losing 
everything. 

If I were in your shoes, I 
think I’d like the protection of 


flood insurance. What you’re 
paying for the policy is such a 
small percentage of your world, 
compared to the value of your 
home and your income. Keep the 
coverage, Trudy!

Dear Dave, 

I have a student loan in default 
that is now being handled by a 
collections agency. They want 
me to pay the entire $20,000 now, 
or consolidate it with $16,000 in 
collection fees added. Are these 
my only options?

Dear Rebecca, 

There’s no way I’d consolidate 
and pay $16,000 in collection fees. 
Right now, they’re trying to bully 
you. They may eventually garnish 
your paychecks, but I think you 
can still work out something with 
these guys. 

You’ll have to repay the loan, 
and probably the interest and some 
of the late charges, but $16,000 is 
a bunch of crap. Don’t run out 
and get another loan to pay it, but 
don’t let yourself be blackmailed, 


either. You’ve made a mess by 
ignoring this for so long, so now 
you’ll have to save every penny 
you can and start sending them 
substantial amounts of money 
each month. 

Trust me, they’ll take your 
payments and cash the checks. 
Hopefully, you can settle on a 
reasonable repayment structure 
and have this thing killed off in a 
couple of years.

ORDINANCE NO. 14-39 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY AMENDING ORDINANCE 93-16 OF THE CITY 
CODE OF ORDINANCES AMENDING ARTICLE III, GENERAL REGULATIONS, OF THE HICKMAN ZONING 
ORDINANCE BY REPEALING §3.7 OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES AND REPLACING SAME WITH THIS 
ORDINANCE IN COMPLIANCE WITH KRS 100.348 REPEALING ALL CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; AND 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY AND EFFECTIVE DATE 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY OF HICKMAN, KENTUCKY AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Section I.That the Planning and Zoning Commission, pursuant to authority and in compliance with KRS 
§100.348 hereby recognizes and affirms that the protection of property values is a legitimate issue with 
which they are charged and in an effort to do so, hereby enact the following Ordinance. 

Section 2.That Ordinance §93-16 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of Hickman, Kentucky §3.7 COMPAT¬ 
IBILITY STANDARDS shall be amended in its entirety to read as follows: 

§3.7 PRE FABRICATED CONSTRUCTION 

(1) Pre-fabricated construction consists of buildings constructed at manufacturing premises for the 
installation on another site. Such construction includes manufactured housing and industrialized 
buildings; 

(2) DEFINITIONS 

(a) "Compatibility standards" means standards that have been enacted by a local government under 
the authority of this section for the purpose of protecting and preserving the monetary value of real 
property located within the local government's jurisdiction; 

(b) "Local government"means a city,county, urban-county government,charter county government, 
or consolidated local government that is engaged in planning and zoning under KRS Chapter 100; 

(c) "Manufactured home" means a single-family residential dwelling constructed after June 15,1976, 
in accordance with the National Manufactured Home Construction and Safety Standards Act of 1974, 

42 U.S.C. Section 5401, et seq., as amended, and designed to be used as a single-family residential 
dwelling with or without permanent foundation when connected to the required utilities, and which 
includes the plumbing, heating, air conditioning, and electrical systems contained therein; 

(d) "Qualified manufactured home" means a manufactured home that meets all of the following 
criteria: 

1. Is manufactured on or after July 15,2002; 

2. Is affixed to a permanent foundation and is connected to the appropriate facilities and is 
installed in compliance with KRS 227.570; 

3. Has a width of at least twenty (20) feet a its smallest width measurement or is two (2) stories in 
height and oriented on the lot or parcel so that its main entrance door faces the street; 

4. Has a minimum total living area of nine hundred (900) square feet; 

5.1s not located in a manufactured home land-lease community; 

(e) "Permanent foundation" means a system of supports that is: 

1. Capable of transferring, without failure, into soil or bedrock, the maximum design load imposed 
by or upon the structure; 

2. Constructed of concrete; and 

3. Placed at a depth below grade adequate to prevent frost damage. 

(3) LOCATION OF PRE FABRICATED CONSTRUCTION 

The Compatibility Standards regarding industrialized buildings and the types of buildings defined in §2 
hereto shall not be restricted from any Zoning District, notwithstanding they must meet all requirements 
of such district. 

(4) REQUIREMENTS FOR MANUFACTURED HOMES AND QUALIFIED MANUFACTURED HOMES 

(a) There are no restrictions on Manufactured Homes or Qualified Manufactured Homes as defined in 
Article 2 placed in manufactured home land-lease communities. 

(b) Manufactured Homes or Qualified Manufactured Homes shall be authorized in Residential Districts 
when they meet all of the following pre-conditions: 

(1) For a Manufactured Home or Qualified Manufactured Home to qualify for consideration for 
placement in a residential zone it must be compatible, in terms of assessed value, with existing 
housing located with a one-eighth (1/8) mile or less radius from the proposed location of the 
qualified manufactured home. 

(2) The compatibility standards adopted by this Ordinance relate to architectural features that 
have a significant impact on the overall assessed value of the structure, and include but are not 
limited to the following features: 

(a) The minimum exterior dimensions shall be twenty (20) feet at its smallest width; 

(b) Roofing shall be fire-resistant shingles, and siding shall be vinyl, approved metal or 
higher-grade exterior finishing material 

(c) Axles and tongues shall be removed prior to setting on the required foundation; 

(d) Units shall be placed on "permanent foundation" as defined in §2 of this Ordinance prior 
to occupancy; 

(e) All accessory structures, including but not limited to, porches, decks, patios and carports 
shall be properly and safely constructed and any garage or enclosed structure shall require a 
variance from the Board of Adjustment. 

(5) Nothing in this Ordinance shall be construed to affect, modify, or abolish restrictions contained in 
recorded deeds, covenants, or developers'subdivision restrictions. 

Section 3. All ordinances in conflict herewith are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

Section 4.The provisions herewith are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 

Section 4.The provisions hereof are severable. Should any section or part of this ordinance be invalid such 
invalidity shall not affect the remaining portions hereof. 

Section 5.This ordinance shall be in full force and effect after its second reading and publication as provided 
by law.

Given second reading the 9th day of February 2015.

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FEATURED VETERAN - T his week’s featured veteran is James 
Edward Alexander born October 12, 1925 in Fulton County to L. 
D. and Mary Selma Alexander. He grew up in Fulton and Hickman 
counties working with his dad and three brothers on the family 
farm. During WWII on October 9, 1943 he enlisted in the Navy. 
He was stationed in San Diego, California for ten weeks of boot 
camp. He was then assigned for a short tour of duty on the aircraft 
carrier USS Saratoga and then to the aircraft carrier USS Admi¬ 
ralty Island as aviation machinist mate second class AMM26. His 
battle station duty was that of forward observer for the flight deck 
signal officer who directed the landings of F6F Hellcat fighter 
planes and other aircraft after the completion of their combat mis¬ 
sions. James received two battle stars: one for participating in the 
Battle of Saipan and the second for participating in the Battle of 
Okinawa, the largest of the island battles in the Pacific in which 
over 6,000 Kamikaze aircraft were deployed by Japan resulting 
in the sinking and damaging of 368 allied ships during the battle. 
He also received the American Area Victory Ribbon. After being 
discharged from the Navy, he returned home to start a business 
in trucking and farming. In 1954 he became Fulton County’s State 
Fish and Game Officer from which he retired in 1985. In that posi¬ 
tion, he was instrumental in reestablishing Fulton County’s deer 
herd which had been depleted for almost 100 years and our wild 
turkey flock which had been depleted for about 60 years. He now 
resides on his farm near Cayce.The Carnegie Library is home 
to the museum which houses photos of area veterans. Stop by 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursdays between 10 a.m. and 2 
p.m. to visit the museum. 


Local residents can reduce 
cancer risk through healthy 
lifestyle choices in 2015 


Guidelines on nutrition and 
physical activity for cancer 
prevention from the American 
Cancer Society stress the 
importance of healthy behaviors. 
Everyday lifestyle choices can 
do a lot to help people stay well 
and reduce a cancer risk. 

Almost one-third of cancer 
deaths each year are caused by 
tobacco use. Up to one-third of 
the cancer cases that occur in the 
U.S. are related to overweight, 
obesity, physical inactivity, and/ 
or poor nutrition, and thus could 
also be prevented. 

While there are cancer risk 
factors a person can’t change, 
such as age and genetics, there 
are others which people have the 
power to do something. 

The American Cancer Society 
recommends women and men 
avoid tobacco, maintain a healthy 
weight, stay physically active 
throughout life, and eat a healthy 
diet. It’s also important for 
individuals to see their doctors 
regularly and have regular cancer 
screening tests. 

Staying active means 


engaging in at least 150 minutes 
of moderate-intensity or 75 
minutes of vigorous-intensity 
physical activity each week 
for adults, or an equivalent 
combination, preferably spread 
throughout the week. 

- Eating right means choosing 
a plant-based diet - at least 2.5 
cups of vegetables and fruits 
each day, whole grains instead of 
processed (refined) grains, and 
limiting how much processed 
and red meats you eat. 

- Limit alcohol consumption 
to no more than one drink per day 
for women or two per day for men. 
Cancer risk appears to increase 
with alcohol consumption. 

- Getting screened means 
having age-appropriate cancer 
screenings. While cancer 
screening tests cannot prevent 
cancer, they may help catch the 
disease early, when it is easiest 
to treat.

Black Beauty

It was after Christmas in the 
winter of 1965. Santa Claus had 
come and gone down behind 
the levee in West Hickman. My 
brothers and I would usually get 
a present from mom & dad. Santa 
would leave one unwrapped by 
the tree. That was it. S&H Green 
Stamps were saved to purchase 
them. I can remember past pres¬ 
ents. One year a big plastic race- 
car and a puzzle of Santa holding 
a candy cane. Another year was 
a two gun holster set and a cow¬ 
boy hat. Yet another year a metal 
truck, turquoise blue, with wheels 
that would turn right or left when 
you pushed and a trailer that 
hooked to it. It reminded me of 
the truck Timmy’s dad drove on 
the TV show ‘Lassie’. We would 
always have a real tree. It would 
be cedar and cut from the road¬ 
side somewhere or a field. Cedar 
trees around Hickman were pre¬ 
ferred at the time, maybe because 
they didn’t cost us. This was be¬ 
fore the aluminum tree with the 
shiny branches and the spot light 
that turned a color wheel chang¬ 
ing the tree’s color as it turned. 
I never saw (or paid attention) a 
blue spruce or any other real tree, 
especially for sale, until I was 
married in 1976. 

Winter was here with author¬ 
ity, the snow was fluffy and it 
was deep. A couple of the West 
Hickman boys got brand spank¬ 
ing new Western Flyer sleds for 
Christmas. Glistening wood, 
stained and protected from the 


weather, and wet snow by clear 
stuff. Also, some kind of paint 
that nine year olds couldn’t pro¬ 
nounce and didn’t care to know 
how to say it. All attached to 
bright red solid steel runners and 
you could twist the runners to 
turn anywhere you wanted to go. 
Man! They were fast! 

The cardboard we used to slide 
down the levee was OK but I sure 
envied those boys with the West¬ 
ern Flyer sleds. It was hard to 
get them to share or catch a ride 
down but I was lucky enough to 
occasionally beg my way onto 
the fastest ride without a motor 
ever! I guess my dad must have 
saw my envy and my difficulty in 
catching rides or was just trying 
save the old ‘49 Ford car hood 
he caught us packing toward the 
levee. He was saving that hood 
in case he needed it one day. He 
called me outside the next day to 
present me with my own wood¬ 
en sled. Hand-made by a pretty 
good carpenter. My dad. It had 
wooden runners made of two by 
fours. Planks were nailed across 
them. He had drilled a hole on 
each end of the front board and 
a rope was knotted through so it 
could be pulled. I couldn’t wait 
to get up that levee! Kids were 
watching. My excitement was 
intense. I pulled that sled around, 
plopped down and.. .and NOTH¬ 
ING happened. Giggles were 
heard. My face, already red from 
the cold, turned redder. I couldn’t 
pick it up and throw down to get

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Foot pain is not normal at any 
age. If you feet hurt, find out why 
and what you can do about it 
advised an article in the Women’s 
Health Reporter, Dec. 2014. 
Otherwise, you may end up with 
limited mobility that can restrict 
your activities. 

“While a foot or ankle problem 
rarely is life-threatening, it 
definitely is lifestyle-threatening,” 
says Rock Positano, DPM, MSC, 
MPH, director of the Non-surgical 
Foot and Ankle Service at the 
Weill Cornell-affiliated Hospital 
for Special Surgery. “Getting the 
right diagnosis and treatment can 
literally put you back on your 
feet.” 

When you have problems with 
your feet, it tends to affect other 
parts of the body. For example, 
having a high arch or a flat arch 
is a risk for developing problems 
and pain in the lower leg, knee, 
hip and back. 

Common Types of Foot Pain 

The heel is a common area for 
pain. “The foot makes contact with 
the ground 10,000 to 15,000 times 
a day in a very active person, and 
that constraint, repetitive motion 
can take a toll,” Dr. Positano says. 
“Heel pain is particularly common 
among people who suddenly 
increase their activity or don’t 
wear footwear appropriate for the 
activity they’re engaging in.” 

Heel pain is often associated 
with such conditions as Achilles 
tendinitis (inflammation of the 
tendon that attaches the calf 
muscles to the heel) and a heel spur 
(a protrusion on the underside of 
the heel bone that can intrude into 
the soft tissue, causing irritation 
and pain). 

Theplantarfascia,alarge, fibrous 
band that runs along the bottom of 
the foot, is also a common site of 
pain. Inflammation of the plantar 
fascia (plantar fascists) can lead 
to Achilles tendinitis as well as 
posterior tibial tendinitis, which 
can cause pain on the inner side 
of the foot and ankle. 

You can help prevent foot pain 
by strengthening your feet and 
regularly stretching your tendons 
and ligaments. 

Dr. Positano says that walking 
is the best strengthening exercise, 
he is also a strong believer in 
stretching the Achilles tendon in 
the morning before you get out of 
bed. That stretch is also good for 
the plantar fascia and the posterior 
tibial tendon. 

If you have foot paint for more 
than a few days, especially if 
it restricts your activities, see a 
doctor. 

“The key to proper treatment 
is an accurate diagnosis,” Dr. 
Positano stresses. Appropriate 
exercises, inserts/orthotics, or 
an ultrasound-guided cortisone 
injection are common pain- 
relieving strategies. Surgery 
should be considered only when 
all else fails.”

‘“REPENTANCE TOWARD GOD 

AND FAITH TOWARD OUR LORD JESUS CHRIST” 

Acts 20:21b 

“Repentance” and “faith” are good Bible words, and with their related verbs “repent” and “believe” (“trust”) 
they deserve good Bible definitions and usage. Together, they are used scores of times in the Bible, especially in 
the New Testament. A careful investigation of every passage would make a book! 

But to consider the Biblical relationship between the two ideas is much simpler; there are only a few Scriptures 
where both ideas are used together, and these can be easily explored. Which comes first? 

“Which came first, the chicken or the egg?” That old saw is easy for a Bible-believer to answer; the hen was 
created fully equipped to provide the eggs created in her internal organs. Evolutionists have a bit more difficulty 
with the question! 

“Which comes first, the bullet or the hole?” In the experience of one being shot, it makes little difference; but 
analytically, it is clear that the bullet produces the hole. In every case where the ideas of repentance and faith are 
together in Scripture, there is one clear answer to this question. Our text is clear enough, without discussion. 

In Mark 1:15, after Jesus was baptized in obedience to His Father, Who was well pleased with the One Who had 
been His Son before that act, but was now His publicly obedient Son, after John (Baptist) was put in prison for his 
blunt message to Herod, “Jesus came into Galilee, preaching . . .repent ye, and believe the gospel.” (Mk. 
1:14... 15). As John’s preaching was “the beginning of the gospel of Jesus Christ’ (Mk. 1:1, and Jesus frequently 
endorsed John’s message, especially by receiving his baptism, we would expect that Jesus (and His chosen 
disciples) would simply continue John’s mission and message, and Paul by inspiration as recorded by Luke in Acts 
19:4 tells us that this had been John’s “gospel order of salvation,” for there we read: “John verily baptized with the 
baptism of repentance, saying unto the people that they should believe on Him Who should come after him, that 
is, on Christ Jesus.” 

But Jesus Himself is even plainer on the order of these inseparable graces. In Matthew 21:32, in a controversy 
with the chief priests and elders, He conditions genuine saving faith on prior genuine repentance. . .ye, when ye 
had seen it, repented not afterward,, that ye might believe him.” 

And one other New Testament passage speaks to this issue, without using the words “faith” or “trust” but still 
clearly. In Acts 2:38, Peter commands repentance before baptism, and in verse 41 Dr. Luke tells us “Then they that 
gladly received his word were baptized . . . “ Is that not faith following repentance and preceding baptism? One 
Old Testament passage, while not using either word, gives us the same order. In Isaiah 30:15, the Lord GOD says, 

“.. ..In returning and rest shall ye be saved; in quietness and in confidence shall be your strength_” “Returning” 

is clearly the equivalent of repentance, a “right-about-face” in which we turn from all we have trusted and 
therefore turn toward the One True God; “rest” is surely the equivalent of faith, which is a quiet confidence. 

The prayer of this writer is that any reader who has not enjoyed the blessed experience of gospel repentance and 
saving faith that Jesus described as “new birth” which leads to obedience as a child of God will do so as led by the 
goodness of God, which leads to repentance (Romans 2:4).

Pre-Trial Services 


In America everyone is innocent 
until proven guilty by a court of 
law. “So up until 1976 bail bonding 
companies existed in Kentucky,” 
he continued. “Only four states do 
not have bail bonding companies.” 
After the Bail Bond Reform Act 
was signed into law in 1976 by 
Governor Carroll. “What that act 
did in Kentucky was out law bail 
bond companies,” Frizzell said. 
“Thus the creation of Kentucky’s 
pre-trial services.” 

For the next 30 years, pre-trial 
services were reasonably silent, 
while making reasonable bonds 
available to people. “In 2005 
that started the use of evidence- 
based practices,” added Frizzell. 
“Utilizing facts and figures and 
what works and doesn’t work 
and started bringing that into pre¬ 
trial.” 

More changes occurred in 2009 
and other folks were actively 
engaged into the process. 

“House Bill 463 (HB 463), 
passed in 2011, which totally 
reformed the bail system and some 
sentencing guidelines,” Frizzell 
noted. “HB 463 says that the judge 
has to follow the pre-trial releases 
for recommendation for low risk 
and moderate risk defendants or 
have a written finding of danger 
or risk.” 

Someone charged with a crime, 
deemed low risk, would be for 
release unsecured, no money 
posted or released on their own 
signature. “Before that the judge 
might say no and add a bail such as 
$50,000 cash,” Frizzell explained. 
“Now the law says the judge has 
to follow the recommendation 
unless he has a reason to deem 
otherwise.” 

In the state of Kentucky there is 
judicial discretion, judges still have 
a say in the matter. “I will often 
click ‘judicial discretion and add 
the reason that the judge deviates 
from the recommendation,” added 
Frizzell. “Obviously the judge is 
not going to put someone out on 
a signature who committed armed 
robbery.

• 300 employees, divided into 
49 programs.

“We interview the defendant 
and find out everything we can 
about them even speeding tickets 
they might have forgotten about,”

court.” 

Monitored Conditional Release 
(MCR) program is handled by pre¬ 
trial services. “We monitor you 
when you are on bond_before you 
go to trial,” he said. “The judge 
might require the individual to 
work to obtain his GED before he 
even goes to trial.” 

The individual checks in on 
a regular bases to help ensure 
that they will show up in court. 
“Sometimes we even put them 
on an ankle monitor so we know 
where they are at all times,” stated 
Frizzell. 

“Deferred prosecution is 
another program we handle. It is 
limited because of HB 463, which 
mandates that they can defer 
prosecution for those charged with 
a controlled substance, asking 
them to enter a drug court program 
instead.” 

Diversion is utilized for cases 
such as no insurance. Primarily 
in Fulton County, Fulton County 
Attorney Rick Major’s office 
handles diversion cases. 

More figures shared by Frizzell: 

• Annual budget is $ 11.8 million 
a year 

• Pre-trial release, out of bond, 
costs $11.74 per defendant vs 
$613.80 for pretrial detention

“Risk assessment does not 
predict the future,” he reiterated.

Kentucky: Number one in 
America unplugged, kinda, sorta. 

Karl Anthony Townes logged 
31 warrior minutes at Florida... 
Willie Cauley-Stein threw down 
a Wow ‘Em dunk (counted two 
points)... Aaron Harrison swished 
a pair of clutch shots from 
distance to scuttle a rally ... and 
the Wildcats made 21 of 22 free 
throws. 

Good stuff, right? Good 
individual stuff. 

It’s February and spectacularly 
gifted and deep rostered Kentucky 
still looks too much like a Phi 
Slama Jama with coach (Guy 
Lewis) screaming in their faces. 

Florida, an ordinary team, 
showed up well prepared for its 
Super Bowl day and kept the score 
close with a flurry of weakly- 
contested lay-ups, which laid bare 
UK’s fundamentally poor weak- 
side help defense (two blocked 
shots). 

Of Florida’s 49 shots the 
Gators created 21 clear looks 
from outside. Fortunate for UK, 
they missed 15. For the game, the 
Gators shot a gaudy 49 per cent. 

It’s February and Kentucky still 
sledge hammers opponents with 
vastly superior talent, depth and 
platoon at a time when adjectives 
for a 23-0 team ought be “grrrrreat 
team defense,” poise, rhythm and 
flow.

loss to North Carolina State. 

V In 1991, Nevada Las Vegas 
was 34-0 and defending national 
champion going to the Final Four.

He 
always made sure our supplies 
were stocked for our meetings 
each week.” 

Murray was also a retired cap¬ 
tain of the Hickman Volunteer 
Fire Department (HVFD), for¬ 
mer Zoning Administrator and 
Ambulance Director. 

“Bill wore many hats for the 
city,” added Hickman City Clerk 
Donna Haney. “He became a dis¬ 
patcher in 1988 and Building In¬ 
spector in 1996. He also helped 
train EMTs and did training for 
the fire department, first aid and 
CPR.” Murray retired in June 
2008. 

“He was dependable,” add¬ 
ed HVFD Fire Chief Tommy 
Ramsey. “When the pager went 
off and he didn’t show up, you 
wondered why.” Murray was ac¬ 
tive in the HVFD, especially in 
the late 80s and early 90s, as their 
training officer. 

“The first time I saw him I 


didn’t know who he was. Bill 
came into dispatch to be trained,” 
stated Jackie Duncan, former 
dispatcher. “We laughed, cut up 
and had a great time. We stayed 
friends ever since and that was in 
the early 1980s. He was a good 

guy-” 

“My heart is heavy today with 
the passing of a former boss,” 
stated Hickman resident Leslie 
Woods. “I remember when going 
through EMT school, the encour¬ 
agement and motivation he gave 
me. When I first said I wanted to 
be an EMT...his reply...you’d be 
great I’ll send you to school. I 
went to school and came out an 
EMT. I loved working for him. 
He was always pushing us to be 
all we can be. Every time I saw 
him after that I would get a big 
hug and kiss on the cheek! He 
was always checking on Hunter 
after his accident and all we went 
through with him. Bill you will 
be greatly missed. You truly in¬ 
spired me to follow a dream.” 

Continuing to serve others, 
even in death, Murray has do¬ 
nated his body to science.

People such as, 
Harriet Tubman (1822-1910) who 
was an African-American aboli¬ 
tionist, humanitarian, and during 
the American Civil War, a Union 
spy. 

“People like Harriet started pav¬ 
ing the way for us,” she contin¬ 
ued. “Trying to lead our people to 
freedom.” People who were still 
working in the fields, kitchens and 
homes of others. So busy raising 
their children that they didn’t have 
much time to raise their own. 

Kinney continued on to the time 
of the late Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr. “He wanted to get us through 
that storm,” she said. “He was a 
strong Civil Rights leader. Open¬ 
ing doors for us along the way, 
just like Rosa Parks.” They both 
gave heart-wrenching speeches 
for equal rights on the behalf of 
black people. 

“Now we can vote, eat together, 
drink out of the same water foun¬ 
dation and our children play to¬ 
gether,” she said.

“My grandfa¬ 
ther worked for Stokes and Whip¬ 
ple Chevrolet, car dealer, and was 
their first black mechanic,” Perry

told the congregation. “Cubb 
Stokes (a little boy at the time) re¬ 
members him 
as being a 
good man.” 

Hughes 
also worked 
for E.W. 

James. “Mr. 

James was a 
fur and pecan 
trader before 
he opened 

the grocery,” 
she said. “My grandfather was 
the first black man to drive a truck 
bringing the produce to the store. 
Russell Hagler also drove a truck 
for E.W. James.” Minister Perry 
recalled others such as Richard 
Thurman and Hubbard Isbell. 

“The first back beautician in 
Hickman was my grandmother, 
Mildred Elizabeth,” Minister Per¬ 
ry added. “She would go to the 
funeral home and do the ladies’ 
hair. She also worked for Robert 
Sanger, the farmer and banker.” 

Others who would walk all 
the way from their homes to the 
courthouse to clean houses in¬ 
cluded Nina, Charlene, and Nana 
Dean. “They were determined,” 
she said. “They all had determina¬ 
tion, which they passed down to 
us and it is our job to teach them 
(youth).” 

Bro. Samuel Jones 

C.L. Barfield, the great-grand¬ 
father of Bro. Jones was born in 
Camden, Tenn., on February 5, 
1894. “While googling informa¬ 
tion on my family I have learned 
that Barfield was once spelled 
Barefield, states Bro. Jones. “I 
know my family has branched out 
to Tennessee, Illinois, Oregon, out 
west and even in the east parts.” 

He knows his grandfather was a 
sharecropper and a family member, 
Joseph Barfield, known as “Doc 
Joe” was a veterinarian. “When 
my grandfather decided he didn’t 
want his children in the field, he 
wanted them in school, they had 
to leave the 
farm,” he 
said. “When 
they moved, 
they settled 
on some land, 
which I be¬ 
lieve came 
from the Up¬ 
shaw side of 
the family, my 
great-grand¬ 
mother, in 

the Hickman Bottoms in an area 
known as Beech wood Park.” 

Bro. Jones also noted that his 
grandfather became the first black 
bus driver in Fulton County and an 
uncle (Hubert) became a Cleve¬ 
land Postmaster. “Barfield’s great- 
granddaughter Sharon Winters 
was the first black teller at Citizens 
Bank,” he added. “Her daugther is 
currently a law student.” 

“All seven of my grandfather’s 
children went to college,” noted 
Bro. Jones. “They all didn’t finish,

but they went.” 

With his mother dying when 
Bro. Jones was ten years old he 
stayed with his aunt and uncle. 
“My aunt and uncle were teachers 
and Uncle Rufus Barfield was, at 
one time, President of Kentucky 
State University where he earned 
a Doctorate of Philosophy.” 

Bro. Jones remembers attend¬ 
ing a graduation at Phillips School 
where his uncle gave the address. 
“He reminded children that they 
can achieve great things through 
education,” Bro. Jones said. “He 
also spoke at a Fulton County 
High School graduation.” 

Knowing that his great-grand¬ 
father, grandfather and uncle were 
‘bridge builders’,” Bro. Jones 
brings to mind a favorite poem 
called The Bridge Builder, writ¬ 
ten in 1931 by Will Allen Drom- 
goole. “They paved the way for 
me and many others,” concluded 
Bro. Jones. “We can all be bridge 
builders.”

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to-work laws are simple enough. 
They empower employees to de¬ 
cide on their own terms whether 
they prefer to spend their hard- 
earned money on joining a union, 
or if they would prefer to take that 
money home. 

Right-to-work legislation is a 
smart policy that boosts economic 
development while advancing 
workers’ rights by ensuring work¬ 
ers are not forced to join, and thus 
aren’t limited by the dictates of a 
union. 

We support right-to-work laws 
at every level of government - fed¬ 
eral, state, and local. We’ve joined 
together to push for national right- 
to-work legislation in the U.S. 
Senate in the past. Just this week, 
we again introduced the National 
Right to Work Act. And we see 
great benefits for Kentucky to pass 
a state right-to-work law. We were 
pleased to see the Kentucky Sen¬ 
ate pass one, and we encourage 
the Kentucky House to take up and 
pass this pro-worker reform. 

Local jurisdictions throughout 
the Commonwealth are fed up 
with waiting for a state or federal 
law that will provide them with 


the safety net from big labor they 
need. That’s why we support War¬ 
ren County’s recent move to pass 
its own right-to-work legislation. 
Other Kentucky counties, including 
Simpson, Fulton, Todd and Hardin, 
have followed Warren County’s 
lead to stay competitive. Local 
jurisdictions should do everything 
they can to increase their own com¬ 
petitiveness, which is why we ap¬ 
plaud other counties in Kentucky 
following in their footsteps. 

Warren County, like the rest of 
Kentucky, must compete for em¬ 
ployers with neighboring states, 
many of which, like Tennessee and 
Indiana, have already passed right- 
to-work laws. Without a similar in¬ 
centive, Kentucky will lose out in 
the race to attract businesses that 
create jobs in our communities. 
It’s no accident that manufacturing 
employment is one-third higher in 
states that embrace these policies, 
and that nine of the top 10 states 
for business and jobs in America 
are all right-to-work states. 

Until big labor’s grip on workers 
and employers is loosened, Ken¬ 
tucky will keep falling behind its 
neighbors that have right-to-work 


laws. Over the past decade, growth 
in private-sector jobs in right-to- 
work states was 15.3 percent; in 
Kentucky it was only 6.9 percent. 
You might think that forced union 
membership would at least bring 
with it higher pay, but you’d be 
wrong: Compensation in right-to- 
work states grew at a rate of 14.2 
percent, while in Kentucky it was 
only 4.3 percent. 

At its core, the right-to-work is 
really about worker freedom. One 
survey showed that 80 percent of 
union members said employees 
shouldn’t be forced or coerced into 
joining a union. 

No one should be forced to join 
a union they believe fails to repre¬ 
sent their personal interests. 

Five counties in Kentucky have 
passed ordinances to ensure this 
protection is extended to workers 
in their jurisdictions. We support 
them and hope that other counties 
as well as the state legislature will 
soon follow suit.

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first power lines were strung 
through this area in the 1930s,” 
Buckingham recalls. “It is and 
has always been a Co-op, local 
owned by its members and gov¬ 
erned by a board of directors se¬ 
lected by those members.” 

Being content with letting 
things just kind of slide along, 
electrical consumers were con¬ 
tent to let the HFRECC board 
make the decisions and as long 
as the lights came on when 
the switch was flipped, no one 
thought twice about how it got 
there. “Oh, occasionally, we 
mumbled and grumbled about 
the high cost of energy and we 
were miserable if the power went 
off during our favorite TV show, 
but that didn’t deter us,” contin¬ 
ues Buckingham. “We rushed 
out and bought the latest energy 
gobbling devices and plugged 
them into our outlets without a 
thought or care.” 

Then in January 2009, the area 
as visited with a disaster of epic 
proportions - the Ice Storm. “The 
power was no longer there,” 
notes Buckingham of those 
long, cold days in January with 
no electricity. “We had a monu¬ 
mental disaster on our hands and 
suddenly, it concerned all of us. 
We had a seven man power crew 
and a system that was in a state 
of total collapse. We were look¬ 
ing at months and perhaps even 
years before our favorite devices 
received the necessary power to, 
once again, operate.” 

Crews came in from all over 
the U.S. to help rebuild the sys¬ 
tem and restore power to the grid. 
“When all was said and done we 
had, basically a new power grid, 
one that was much stronger and 
more capable.” 

HFRECC was back in busi¬ 
ness, which cost the rural coop¬ 
erative 12 million dollars. It took 
time, but FEMA reimbursed the 
Co-op. “Had we not received 
FEMA reimbursement for the 
money spent, our system would 
have been in financial shambles 
for the next fifty years and our 
electrical rates would have risen 
to a level beyond comprehen¬ 
sion.” 

Five years have gone by since 
the “The Storm of the Century,” 
as Buckingham calls it. “We have 
begun to sink back into the cra¬ 
dle of complacency,” she adds. 
“Our system has no major debt, 
our grid is in excellent condition, 
we haven’t had any major rate 
increases in the past two years.” 

Rates. That is the key and 
it has already been noted the 


HFRECC is the smallest Co-op 
in the state of Kentucky. “For a 
long time we held the dubious 
honor of having the highest rate 
in the state of Kentucky and we 
only dropped out of first place 
when Paducah Power took over 
the spot.” (Check out Bloomberg 
Market Reports.) 

Buckingham admits that 
HFRECC rates are extremely 
high and she is worried that they 
will get higher. “We buy our 
power from TVA. As TVA’s op¬ 
erating costs increase, they pass 
those costs along to the coopera¬ 
tives that purchase power from 
them, generally in the form of 
annual rate increases,” she ex¬ 
plains. 

During the last two years 
HFRECC has absorbed TVA’s 
rate increases. “Nonetheless, 
reality dictates that they can no 
longer absorb the cost increases; 
consequently, we, the customers, 
are looking at hefty rate hikes.” 

Siding with common sense, 
one way to keep individual 
costs down is to spread those 
costs over a larger segment of 
the population. “I would agree 
with the old adage that ‘bigger 
is not always better’ however, in 
this instance I think it is,” says 
Buckingham. “Joining a coop¬ 
erative with roughly 13 times 
the membership of HFRECC is a 
win, win situation for us. It gives 
us more collective bargaining 
power, greater purchasing pow¬ 
er, more resources with which 
to work, more manpower at our 
disposal in the event of a natu¬ 
ral disaster and, most wonderful 
of all ... the potential for lower 
electric rates.” 

Buckingham sees three op¬ 
tions: 

• Merge with West KY RECC 
and join a membership of a little 
over 38,000, an entity with a 
workforce not much larger than 
ours, that has rates roughly equal 
to ours, a grid that is not com¬ 
patible with ours and which will 
cost millions to upgrade 

• Merge with Gibson Co. 
RECC whose membership is 
roughly 35,000, has a workforce 
many times greater than ours, 
has rates much lower than ours, 
has a grid and telecommunica¬ 
tions system that is compatible 
with ours in every way, and, at 
91%, has the highest customer 
satisfaction rating in the US 

• Do nothing and let the chips 
fall where they may, continue 
to isolate ourselves and grow 
smaller in an ever expanding 
world, accept the higher rates as 


they come and hope that some¬ 
one will once again bail us out if 
disaster strikes. 

Buckingham realizes that 
there are some member-owners 
that are either fearful of losing 
control or simply confused as to 
the reasons for contemplating a 
merger. And others are just op¬ 
posed to it. 

Joe Jackson (See his letter on 
page 2 of this week's Courier.) 
has been vocal about his oppo¬ 
sition to the proposed merger, 
seeking answers as to why they 
are in a hurry and looking for 
transparency. He believes the 
Co-op can run itself once Greg 
Grissom leaves on February 28, 
so they don’t need to be in a hur¬ 
ry to make a decision. 

Jackson has additional ques¬ 
tions such as “Has anyone con¬ 
tacted Mrs. Cheryl Bruner of 
LGE-KU which comes to Clin¬ 
ton and Crutchfield that serves 
over 2 million been contacted?” 
He notes that Mr. Beams from 
TVA said that KU rates are gen¬ 
erally 30% less, when he attend¬ 
ed a HFRECC meeting late last 
year.” 

Jackson says he doesn’t care 
where his power comes from 
as long as it is cheaper and reli¬ 
able. “KU is investor-owned and 
is regulated by the Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission,” he explains. 
“That’s why rates are low, be¬ 
cause it’s run like a normal busi¬ 
ness not nonprofit like HFRECC 
and Gibson Electric where all 
but 8% of money has to be spent 
every year some how.” Jackson 
believes that is what usually cre¬ 
ates inflated salaries, based on a 
Harvard study on cooperatives. 

Both Buckingham and Jackson 
agree on one thing, ask questions 
and become informed. 

“The decision is ours,” says 
Buckingham. “We are the Co-op. 
It is up to us to make the right 
decision, not only for our selves, 
but for all concerned.” 

“You really have a say, call your 
board members and HFRECC 
manager,” adds Jackson who is 
looking for more transparency 
from the Co-op. “By the way, if 
keeping jobs is important why 
is HFRECC paying out of state 
contractors $600,000 a year 
when people in Hickman need 
work?” 

With that said, Buckingham 
believes this is the right time for 
this merger. “I believe, in this in¬ 
stance, it will result in a stronger 
system, greater resources, en¬ 
hanced services and lower costs 
to the consumer.”
